‘Paris, 20th April, 1808. This day, Wednes- 
day, 20th April, H. M. the Queen of Holland 
was happily confined of a Prince, at one o’clock 
in the morning.” 
In The Public and Private History of Napo- 
leon Third, Emperor of the French By Samuel 
M.Smucker. Page 22, is the following :— 
‘Charles Louis Napoleon Bonaparte was 
born at Paris on the 20th of April, 1808.

September has three; the Ist, 15th and 16th. 
October has but one ill day: the 16th. 
Nevember has two; the 15th and 16th. 
December has three; the 6th, Tth and 11th."'* 


The foregoing tradition seems to be a 
relic of ancient angury or soothsaying, and, 
consequently, very old in date. In the 
Middle Ages, these days were universally 
shunned, as “ ruled by evil influences.” As 
an old writer has it,
